Portsmouth, N. H., 


Dear Sir: Under the. caption "Min- 


imum Rates Allowed. . . .This Cjty 
Not at All Favored by the Prices 
Allowed for Census Enumerators," 
the Herald of recent date published 
an article which as a whole gives un- 
necessary discouragement and which 
In addition contains one or two state- 
ments of decided misinformation., As 
supervisor for the New Hampshire 
district I shall .be grateful If the 
Herald will ..publish the 
following 


facts, that a correct impression may 
be given: 


The article expresses 
disappoint- 


ment that Portsmouth sliuuld receive 


the minimum rates. 
The minimum 


rate is generally assigned to cities, 
the rate increasing as the districts 
become more rural.' The more tne 
population is congested the more an 
enumerator, can earn at an? given 
rate, and it is a fact .that .the two- 
cent rate In the city with Its tenement 
houses la frequently better compen- 
sation • than a rate of 75 per -• cent 
higher in rural districts. No discrim- 
ination has been made against Ports- 
mouth as the other cities of New 
Hampshire have been given the same 
rate," including cities where" the pop- 
ulation is less congested than 
in 


Portsmouth, 
Nor has there 
been 


any 
discrimination 
against "' New 


Hampshire, as compared with Massa- 
chusetts, as might be inferred from 


the statement that a tilgher rates is 
paid in Massachusetts. 


The statement furthest from the 


facts Is the one that It ."may require 
an entire day, or at'least half a day, 
to get a farm;" the consequent im- 
pression Is, very small pay reckoning 
twenty cents to the farm. If It were 
true that It will take a 'day or half 
a day, an enumerator would earn on- 
ly twenty to thirty cents 'a day, which 
is ridiculous to assume. The govern- 
ment certainly pays better than that: 
Experience shows, as a matter of 
factorily increase the compensation 
of an enumerator. Instead of:.two. 
farms a day, two an hour should be 
easily averaged, and where the farms 
are not too far apart, three an hour 
Is possible. 
Two farms an 
hour 


would mean forty cents an hour, to' 
which would be added the two cents 
per capita for the use of the Popula- 
tion schedule on these same farms. 
If there were an average of five peo- 
ple on , these farms, the Population 
schedule would therefore add twenty 
cents to the previous forty, and make 
sixty cents an hour easily possible. 
If more than two farms were enum- 
erated In an Hour, or if there were 
more than five people to a household, 
the above rate could be Increased. 
The above Is conservative, but at that 
the estimate could be reduced one- 
third and still leave an enumerator 
forty cents an hour.
